Company Being Formed to 
Build Vessels In British 
Columbia. 



Provided Proposed Legislation 
to Give Subsidy Is Carried 
Out. 

Move That Will Make This Pro- 
vince Independent of For- 
eign Monopoly. 



That the promised legislation, of 
which news was given in the Colonist 
yesterday, for the assistance to shijt- 
building in this province, was welcome 
news to the shipping fraternity, in fact 
to all who go down, or are interested in 
those who go down to the sea in ships — 
is easily imagined. At present about 
05 per cent, of slopping engaged m 
doing Canadian tradt Hies the United 
States Hag, and to encourage the build- 
ing of Canadian craft to carry Cana- 
dian goods, the Dominion government 
has announced its intention of aiding 
shipbuilding by the granting of subsi- 
dies. As announced, it is also said to 
be the intention of the local legislature 
to introduce similar legislation at the 
coming session of the house for the en- 
couragement of shipbuilding. 

Already steps have been taken for the 
formation of a company, in view of such 
assistance being given, to build vessels 
in this province, to carry the lumber 
shipments in Canadian vessels, and no 
longer allow of the British Columbia 
mills being so harshly treated as they 
have been by the American ship-owners, 
who, as told by President W. A. Ward 
or the board of trade, are demanding lid 
cents, or 2s. tid., per thousand feet over 
what is charged elsewhere, to load at a 
British Columbia port. 

At the head of the promoters of the 
new company are Messrs. Bullen, of 
Esquimalt, Manager Woods of the 
Moodyville Mills, and other well-known 
shipping men of the province. These 
men have formed for the purpose of 
shipbuilding, provided assistance is 
given by the federal and provincial 
governments. 

The company will build a number 01 
wooden schooners of up-to-date model 
each to be capable of carrying at least 
1,000,000 feet of lumber, fitted with 
auxiliary steam power for the hoisting 
of sails, handling cargo in foreign ports, 
and in fact to do all the labor where 
power is required. The schooners will 
be probably the best and cheapest 
handled vessels for the business. Not 
more than six men would be required 
to handle them, whereas the present 
square-riggers engaged in carrying lum- 
ber require twelve or thirteen men at

Colonel of Canadians Replies to 
Cordial Speeches by Upper 
House. 



Contingent Received Hearty 
Welcome From Members of 
Parliament. 



As Government Guests They 
Take a Little Trip to 
Brighton. 



London, Dec. 0.— To-day was parlia- 
mentary day with the Canadians audi 
full of the deepest interest. As the- 
entrance to the houses of parliament the. 
contingent was received by the deputy 
sergeant-at-arms in state. The soldiers 
were conducted to historic Westminster 
Hall, where Howard Vincent, M.P., ex- 
plained some of the memorable scenes in: 
British history enacted there. 

On Mr. Chamberlain's arrival, Col'. 
Otter called for three cheers for Cham- 
berlain, which were given with a will. 

Mr. Chamberlain, after introductions, 
said he felt deeply this honor, and added: 

"We all feel keen appreciation of your 
splendid patriotism in coming to help tho, 
Mother Country at a time of a great: 
national crisis. The reports of your do- 
ings from the seat of war filled us nil 
with pride. But not alone do we value 
your material support. Of almost equal 
advantage and importance was your 
moral support, because it taught the 
world at large that at any great national 
crisis the Empire presents a united front 
to any nnd all eyes. We can rely upon 
that in the future an in the past, and in 
the name of the House of Commons, I 
bid you a cordial welcome. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Gilbert Parker was present and many 
ether members. Mr. Edward Blake was 
absent. 

Mr. Chamberlain personally conducted 
the contingent through the corridors and 
house, commenting on the statues of 
William Pitt, Edward Burke and others, 
and explaining the mode of procedure 
in a most genial and friendly way. 

At the entrance to the House of Lords, 
the Canadians were met by three ex- 
governors, Lord Lansdowne, Lord Ab-^ 
erdeen and the Duke of Argyle, and by 
Lord Strathcona, the Duke of Rutland, 
Lord Tweedmouth and others. 

The Canadians were seated on each 
side of the Lord Chancellor's sacred; 
woolsack in the Lords, and listened to 
cordial speeches by Lord Lansdowne 
and Lord Aberdeen. 

Col. Otter replied, making the first 
speech any Canadian layman ever made, 
in the gilded chamber. 

The officers of the contingent lunched 
with the Duke and DucIiosh of Afgylo 
at Kensington Palnce.

Former Free State Represen- 
tative Advises Them to 
Cease Fighting. 



An Important Speech at Johan- 
nesburg at St. Andrew's 
Banquet. 



Capetown, Dec. 5. — Paul Botha, who 
w;is a member or the Orange Free 
State volltsruud Cor 21 years, has issued 
:i pamphlet appenling to Ins fellow- 
countrymen to accept the inevitable and 
recognize British rule, which he says Is 
alone possible in South Africa, although 
Great Britain's weak and spasmodic 
policy in the past was a grave mistake. 
He says that be has repeatedly but 
vaiulv appealed to Steyn and Dewet to 
cease fighting. He bitterly attacks 
.Steyn. lie predicts that Britons and 
Boers will eventually live peaceably to- 
gether under the British Has. 

Johannesburg, Dec. 4.— G overnor Mc- 
Kon/.io made an important speech at a 
banquet given l>.v the Caledonian 
Society last night in honor of St. An- 
drew's Day. There was a brilliant 
gathering, including representatives ol 
the army and administration. 

Governor McKenzie said that he 
would follow the custom observed in 
many of the colonies, of the ministers 
making a forecast of the government s 
policy at the banquets given on St. An- 
drew's Day. He declared that the de- 
cision had' been taken that all British 
subjects of suitable age should n the 
future bear arms. He expected that 
the citizens of Johannesburg, on return- 
ing to the district, would make a force 
of 30,000 men, who would thus he 
enabled to resume industry without tear 
of interruption. A probable result or 
die war would be that the principle ot a 
nation in arms as against a great stand- 
ing army would bo accepted throughout 
the Empire. He believed that the bene- 
ficial training, physical development and 
independent of the race would not in- 
terfere with its commercial and indus- 
trial progress. Germany, with conscrip- 
tion, was making a great industrial ad- 
vance. The plan he mentioned was not 
Bcrintion, but voluntary training. 

Messrs. Ilosklns, Dunn and others re- 
ferred to the war as inevitable saying 
it resulted from the irreconcilable condi- 
tions prevailing in South Africa, which 
were due to the Boers having diverged 
from their peaceful progress of oO years 
ago.

Our neighboring city of Victoria is on 
I the eve of a great commercial awaken- 
ing. Weary of her isolation from the 
I rest of the world; weary of waiting for 
the railway transportation facilities 
j that were promised, und that should 
i have been accorded here years ago, by 
! the Canadian Pacific railroad, she has 
determined upon a practical plan for st- 
Liiriug a transcontinental railway out- 
let ut an early date, and has just taken 
I the necessary step, on her part, to in- 
jsure the extension of the Oreut North- 
ern railway to Victoria. 
| .Some lew weeks ago, a proposal wan 
submitted to the people of that city, of- 
fering that city transcontinental rail- 
way connection, via the Great Northern, 
by establishing a railway ferry from ti 
point on the mainland near the mouth 
of the Eraser river, to Sidney, on Van- 
couver Island, and thence into Victoria 
over the Victoria i\, Sidney railroad, now 
built and in operation, in consideration 
lor Victoria voting a subsidy of $15,UU0 
a year for twenty years to the company 
making the propositi. 

The matter was promptly taken up, a 
terminal railway by-law was prepared, 
submitted to the council, and alter be- 
ing put in satisfactory shape by thai 
body, was submitted to a vote of the 
ratepayers on Thursday of this week, 
lor approval or rejection. 

The result was, that tile by-law car- 
ried by a majority of over live to one in 
itts favor, and this result insures to Vic- 
toria the one great thing she lias so 
Ung desired — proper transcontinental 
railway connection. 

Thursday's battle in Victoria 
emancipation from isolation was 
more exciting than the stirring eh 
fur the Commons, held a few weeks ago; 
ami a feature of tin.- struggle was the 
very prominent, active and successful 
part the ladies played in the great game. 
In Victoria, every woman who is a pro 
petty owner and a taxpayer, has ? a right 
in vote on all propositions of this char 
ucter. And if she owns property in inert 
than one ward, she has a vote for each 
ward in which she owns realty. Thi 
provision gave many of the ladies from 
i ne to three votes, and they used their 
franchise privilege to the full limit in 
favor of progress. The ladies were, al- 
lluii-I to a unit, in favor of the pa 
of the by-law, and they came to the polls 
early, voted as often as they could, and 
worked hard all day for the success of 
a measure that meant so much for the 
future commercial prosperity of Vic 
toria. T!ie Canadian Pacific railroad in- 
terests brought all possible pressure 
bear to defect the by-law, but the great 
railway monopoly couldn't intiuiidato 
the ladies of Victoria, and they were 
largely responsible for carrying the rail- 
way by-law through to victory. 

The sailing ferry that the terniinn 
company will put on between the Eraser 
river and Sidney, will be a very large 
and strictly modern affair, having a 
speed of 13 knots per hour, and accom- 
modations for 400 passengers and K, load- 
ed freight ears. 

The Canadian Pacific, to offset this 
competition from the Great Northern 
line, has, within the past few days, ac 
Luully given Victoria a transcontinen- 
tal railway outlet, by establishing a rail- 
way ferry between Vancouver and Na- 
uaimo, and running its ears from Na- 
naiuio into Victoria over the Esiiuiimilt 
& Na naiuio Ity. Co.'s tracks. On Tues- 
day of the present week, for the Bret 
time in its history, the Canadian Paci- 
fic brought, seven cirhinds of freight 
direct from the EiiHt into Victoria, ov 
1 1 is route. 

So Victoria is now sure of having two 
transcontinental railways, and has put 
herself squarely in line for a splendid 
commercial development. Her present 
population of 30,000 will now speedily 
grow to 40,000, yes to 50,000; her indu 
tries, and her commerce by hind and sea, 
will multiply, ami she will rapidly win 
buck to herself the prestige and the busi- 
ness stolen from her by Vancouver, 
through the almost brutal aid of the 
Canadian Pacitie railway. 

The events of the present week in Vic- 
toria are exceedingly gratifying to the 
people of Port Angeles for the fate of 
the two cities — which are the two com- 
mercial outposts of Great Britain and 
the United States on the Pacific coast, 
directly opposite to each other, out 
'iie north and the other on the south 
side of the Strait of Fuca— is very close- 
ly allied, anil whatever helps the our 
helps the other. 

When Port Angeles gets her transcon- 
tinental railroad, we will have a railway 
lurry to Victoria; and when we are 
united by these bonds of steel, as we 
are now united by every bond of friend

elitill shipping port of the United States 
and Victoria will occupy the same proud 
position u n the Pacific coast for Ureal 
Britain.

More, Aids to Navigation Recommended 
by Mr. Stumbles. 

W. W. Stumbles, of the marine and fish- 
eries department, spent, yesterday aboard 
i he Hercules with Cunt. Campbell on r.n 
Inspection of the buoys hi the west arm of 
the lake, says the Nelson Tribune. The 
present arrangement was approved in so far 
an thi' distribution of buoys was concern 
ed. bin Mr. Stumbles believes the time has 
come when the Importance of the shipping 
Industry on Kootenny lake demands more 
modern safeguards, hence he will recom- 
mend the abandonment of the platform and 
cage buoys now In use, and the substitution 
therefor of conical or tubular buoys. The 
latter are made of Iron or steel and wdll 
net upset because of tlje manner la wbletl 
they are ballasted. The platform and cage 
affairs are easily overturned by log booms 
or barges towed by tugs and then become a 
menace rather than n safeguard. 

On his return to Ottawa. Mr. Stumbles 
will also recommend the erection of the 
lighthouse on Cape Horn, as suggested by 
local steamboat men. He has secured the 
data as to the tonnage, etc. of vessels ply- 
ing on the lake, the figures showing that: 
27 certificated crafe nre In commission. In 
th" opinion of Mr. Stumbles the lighthouse 
will be erected within a reasonable period, 
particularly as the minister of marine and 
fisheries. Sir Louis Davies. has been en- 
deavoring to overcome the impression that 
British Columbia has not been receiving 
Its lust share of the department's atten- 
tion.

Competes Against Sound 
Shipbuilders. 



More Sealing Schooners May 
Be Purchased— A Unique 
Rivalry. 



'(■foe contract secured by the Albion 
Iron Works Company to repair the Brit- 
ish iron berk Dunreggan, 1,477 t<ais, is 
fio suinll oue. The bark, which. Tuts been 
(hauled up on the Esqulnwlt marine 
•Ways for the Albion iron wor.-fcs, will be 
there undergoing repairs for -J-5 days— 
at least that is the lime limit given in 
the contract, which requires that the 
vessel bo brought from the -'Sound and 
taken hack there complete. The pric* 
of the Albion Iran Works, although a 
fair <««;, was $15,000 below that of the 
lowest tender on the Sound. 

There is a combination between the 
Taenma and Seattle shipbuilding firms 
of Warners ajid Morans to control the 
i rejmir work, but the combination re- 
ceived a jar that bumped it somewhat 

• in the matter of the contract for the 

• aiQpuira to the Dunreggan. The Morans 
laid secured the contract for repairing 
'tlu> Abbey Palmer, and it was arranged 
'that the Quartermaster Harbor firm 
iwttre to get the repairs of the Dunreg- 

' Win in their hands. They made sure of 
the work, but their figures were $15,000 
iiligher than those from here. They 
'ivould not have been had they been 
•'uware of the fact that tenders were 
'Coming from the Albion Iron Works 

■ nud Messrs. Bullen in Victoria. 

They were quite surprised, said Capt. 
Dixon, when they learned that tenders 
bad been sent in from this side. The 
•difference between the lowest and high- 
est tenders was .$25,000. 

Capt. Dixon says he was pleased to 
come hero for repairs, and as far as the 
work has gone on at present, he is fully 
satisfied with it. The workmen are 
'doing' their work Thoroughly. 

In all about SO plates are to be taken 
■out of 'the vessel, and some 50 are to be 
replaced and the others faired, or, to tie 
more explicit, re-rolled. The keel is to 
' bo replaced at the fore end, and for 
some ■ distance at the after end. Tfie 
stern-post and rudder are to be un- 
shipped. The rudder is three inches 
out of the right angle. The decks are 
to be all caulked, fore and aft and in- 
side the deck-house*). Then, too. there 
is a lot of small damage aloft to be re- 
paired. 

The repairs were necessitated by the 
stranding of the Dunreggan on a reef 
near Diamond Head, Honolulu, a short 
time since. A court of enquiry sitting 
lit Honolulu exonerated Capt. Dixon 
from all blame in this accident, it being 
proven that the United States charts 
showed this reef on which she had 
struck about a quarter of a mile' out of 
its position. Then the charts did not 
■ahow a coral reef about one-eighth of a 
mile outside that on which she had 
struck. However, the latest admiralty 
charts showed no current, whereas evi- 
dence was brought before the naval 
court to show that a current of from 
two to four knots ran there. 

The Dunreggan was hauled off by the 
tug Fearless and another tug. For this 
service the Fearless claimed $20,000. 
After long inquiry and litigation she 
received $8,000. At Honolulu the Dun- 
reggan made only temporary repuirs, 
and a gasoline engine and pump were 
placed on board for precaution, but she 
did not leak. She arrived on the 

■ Sound on October 20, and, after dis- 
charging her 800 ton's of English cargo 
there, tenders were asked for the repair 
■work, which as told above was awarded 
to the Albion Iron Works Company, of 
Victoria. 

Mr. Wait, representing the salvage 
company of London, is here to look after 
the repairs on their account; and Capt. 

..Tohn Metcalfe will be here shortly on 
behalf of Lloyds. 
Capt. Dixon was master of the Pol- 

igruve when she was built, she being 
then the largest sailing ship in tin? 
world. She is 3,078 tons. She uas 
since been surpassed by the Somali, a 
larger craft more recently built. 'the 
captain also commanded the British 
bark Gilcraux, which was one of the 
first four-masted harks built when that 
rig was first in vogue.

THE PROPOSED MEMORIAL. 
We are indebted~Mr. E. H. Salmon 
for an opportunity to inspect a copy of 
the Illustrated Mail of November 3, 
■u which there are a number of sugges- 
tions for a monument to bo erected in 
London to the C. I. V.'s. They are all 
ornamental, and emblematic. We must 
say that so far as public opinion is ex- 
pressed on the streets the idea most m 
favor in Victoria seems to bo something 
of that nature. As a gentleman re- 
marked: -The memorial is, like a Christ- 
mas present. We don't want anything 
useful." It has been suggested that 
The desire of the returning soldiers ought 
to be consulted. With this we join issue, 
for we think they are about the last 
people who should be consulted. The 
monument is to be in part to them, mid 
■ very naturally their modesty would pre- 
vent them from favoring what well com- 
memorates the sentiment of which their, 
volunteering was representative. Any 
one else would feel just the same. W hat 
we ought to aim at in the proposed Me- 
morial is not something that will grainy 
the returned soldiers, but that will ap- 
peal to ourselves and our posterity. It 
should be .something which will St'iwi 
out conspicuously and be complete iu it- 
self- not something that will have to bo 
supplemented by municipal or provincial 
grants, annual or otherwise. We do not 
mean that, if the provincial government 
can see its way clear to contribute to- 
wards an appropriate memorial, on con- 
dition that it shall be erected in the In.- 
liament grounds, advantage should not 
bo taken of the fact. Indeed, we are 
of quite the contrary opinion. W hat we 
mean is that we do not want to see a 
fund raised to be contributed towards 
something and to be supplemented by 
public grants, as woi.ld.be the case li 
some of what are called the "useful 
iiroposale are adopted. 

We think also that the subscription 
should be a -popular" one. A dollar 
. subscription would probably get together 
ruove money than any other. If any one 
w vnts to give more than a dollar, there 
is always that very well known person, 
"dash," who will be glad to be responsi- 
ve "for any mnnber of dollars. We do 
Z suppose that -^7"" 
1() -ive a large sum simply to get public 
c edit for it. These few suggestions are 
hxown out with the promise that what- 
ever plan may be adopted, it will have 
the Colonist's hearty support.

WHERE CREDIT IS DUE. 

In the December number of Munsey's 
Magazine then" is a line reproduction of 
some of the animals belonging to the 
British Columbia Museum, the photo- 
graph having been taken in the old 
building. The legend under the picture 
is as follows: "A collection-stuffed, o! 
course— of the big game animals of the 
northern part of this continent, although 
walrus and seal hunting is not looked 
upon as true sport. From a photograph 
by 'Clarke, West Selkirk, Manitoba." 
The article illustrates a paper on big 
game by Maximillian Foster. The let- 
tor-press of the article deals with hunt, 
iug in New Brunswick and Maine, and 
there is a reference to Alaska. British 
Columbia is not even honored with 
/mention, although the only picture in 
the article containing a variety of big 
game is that taken from our Museum. 
We are sure that Mr. 'Maximillian Fos- 
ter can have had no desire to rob the 
province of the credit attaching to tho 
maintenance of its excellent museum, 
nor Mr. Fannin, the curator, of the 
meed of praise due him for having got 
up such an admirable collection. Pre- 
sumably he did not know where the 
photograph was taken, for the other 
pictures are described in a perfectly fair 
manner. We must, however, take excep- 
tion to his statement that Alaska is much 
the best hunting ground in the West. It 
i.s not equal to many parts of British Co- 
lumbia, especially Vancouver Island and 
the Coast section. It is probably not so 
good even as the Olympic peninsula, in 
the State of Washington. If Mr. Fos- 
ter will spend a few weeks next season 
mou Vancouver Island, lie will fiud a sub- 



peech of Governor Mackenzie at 
tlic Caledonia dinner in Johannesburg, 
ii: which he spoke of the outcome of the 
South African war being a nation in 
;i:nis, struck what we are satisfied is the 
keynote of the true military policy of the 
Umpire. The war lias shown the 
table of citizen soldiery. Excellent 
as is the British regular, he is hardly 
equal to the citizen soldier. If it is 
possible by a system of volunteering to 
lit tin 1 whole able-bodied population to 
bear anus on short notice, we will have 
in British countries a force that cannot 
(lie surpassed. Then' must always be 
a regular army. Its strength also mjst 
be considerable, but it need not lie much 
greater than it hat been, if it is possible 
to broaden out the volunteer force. Con- 
scription i.s hateful to British ideas. 
Hitherto our armies base been maintain- 
ed by voluntary enlistment and a change 
to anything resembling conscription 
would be exceedingly unpopular. The. 
standing army can be improved. Doubt- 
lt*is there are many defects to be re- 
medied, but when this has been done, 
indeed while it i.s being done, the effort 
ought to be to greatly increase, not only 
in the United Kingdom, but in all parts 
(pf the Empire, the volunteer force. "A 
nation in arms" will not be a menace 
to any one. On the contrary it will lie 
a guarantee of peace.

ANT ARCTIC E X PLC RAT 10 N. 

Notwithstanding the discouraging re- 
ports brought back by the Belgian ex- 
pedition to the Antarctic Continent, two 
other expeditions are being organized* 
and will start next nimimer. One of 
these is sent by the British and the 
other by the German government. They 
will co-operate. The British expedition 
is equipped for a two-years' cruise, but 
an effort is to be made to provide for an- 
other year's absence. The cost of the 
whole expedition for two years will be 
$450,000, and an additional $100,000 
will be needed for a third year. 

The explorations that have so far been 
reported from the Antarctic Continent 
are not calculated to encourage hope 
among those who thought it. possible 
that discoveries of economic value 
would be made. Some people even went 
so far as to suppose that a new race of 
men would be discovered. It is much 
too soon to say that none will be, but as 
yet nothing bus been found to> confirm 
the impression, based upon the first re- 
port brought home by the Norwegian 
Borchevinck, who spoke of finding some 
clay pedestals on the shore, which look- 
ed as if they were of human manu- 
facture. As tiii' unexplored area is very 
large, it is quite within the range of pos- 
sibility that people may reside- near the 
South Pole. In the Arctic Zone, tile re- 
gion of maximum cold i.s some distance 
south of the Pole, and, arguing from 
analogy, the corresponding region in the 
Antarctic might be looked for at some 
distance north of the Pole. An interest- 
ing theory was started some years ago to 
the effect that the earth is pear-shaped, 
and that the southern end is much 
wider anil Hatter than the northern end. 
If this is the ca.se, the area of the Ant- 
arctic Continent may lie larger than ap- 
pears likely from measurements, based 
Upon the theory that the earth is spheri- 
cal, and if this is the case, there may lie 
room beyond the tremendous ice barrier 
for many interesting things.. But all 
this is a matter of .surmise. If you 
have a romantic imagination, there is no 
reason why you may not surround the 
South Polo with all manner of things 
and people.

Valuable and Extensive 
Estate, 



Bequests of $ 1 75,000 to Rela- 
tives Made Twenty-five 
Years Ago. 



Hud Thaddeus Harper, the one-time 
capitalist of interior British Columbia, 
died twenty years ago, it is more than 
probable that much more diligent search 
would have been made for his will than 
was the case when he did die, he being 
at the time he made his will worth well 
over a quarter of a million of dollars.

SHIPMASTERS' REQUESTS. 

Vancouver Men Decide to Make Recom- 
mendations For Aids to 
Navigation. 

Vancouver, Dec. 4.— (Special) —The 
Shipmasters' Association of Vancouver, 
which has among its members nearly all 
the captains sailing from this port, held 
an important meeting last night to con- 
sider the questions of inadequate protecy 
tion against shipping accidents, by the 
provision at the hands of the federal 
government of suitably placed buoys and 
lights among the thousand miles of Brit- 
ish Columbia's coast. It was decided to 
make a series of recommendations, if 
possible endorsed by the Victoria and 
Vancouver boards of trade, to the Do- 
minion government, through their repre- 
sentative in marine matters on the 
Coasr, Cupt. Gaudin, of Victoria. These 
recommendations will be in the form of 
petitions, signed by all the captains sail- 
ing from this port, and, if possible, by 
all Victoria, Nannimo and New West- 
minster captains, urging that lights and 
buoys be placed in certain, dangerous 
localities. The requests for additional 
safeguards to shipping will be made 
probably annually, the most urgent 
needs being considered first, and so on 
until it is hoped that the entire coast, 
from New Westminster to Port Simp- 
son, will be prriperly safeguarded, and 
thus much valuable property saved, as 
well as many lives. The first recom- 
mendations to be m.tdc are as follows: 

A light-boat at. the mouth of the 
Fraser river.

TOMPEII AND GALVESTON. 

A Comparison of the Disasters Th"it Befell 
the Two Cities. 

From the Washington Post. 

Pompeii Is believed to have had rather 
more than 20,000 Inhabitants. Ihe city stood 
ou an elevation overlooking the sea, the 
whole of the Bay of Naples being In view, 
while In the background loomed grim Vesu- 
vius, the destined destroyer. Close by flow- 
ed the Itlver Saruo, which was crossed by 
a bridge. The volcauo was supposed to 
be extinct, and Its sides were cultivated 
all the way up to the summit. Grapes 
were largely grown, nud wine making was 
an Important industry in the neighborhood, 
which likewise produced cabbages famous 
for their excellence. 

It was the city of the clan of the Pam- 
peys, founded by the Oseans, an ancient 
Italian tribe, In the sixth century B. C., or 
earlier, afterward conquered by the Snui- 
ultes, a rival tribe, and eventually absorb- 
ed by mighty Rome. The culture of the 
people was very Greek; they worshipped 
various Greek gods, and used the Greek 
panics for their weights and measures. Be- 
ing so beautifully situated and having a 
delightful climate Pompeii was a favorite 
resort of wealthy Romans, many of whom 
had villas there. Cicero had a handsome 
"cottage," as It would now be culled, nnd 
the Imperial family maintained a palace 
close by. The villas were mostly ou the 
high ground of the town to-vard Vesuvius 
ami facing the sen. 

Small earthquakes were frequent, but not 
much was thought of them. On the 5th 
day of February, In the year 03 A.D., there 
came n tremendous Bliock, which was a 
warning of what was to fellow. It threw 
down n large pan of the city, including the 
beautiful temples of Jupiter, Apollo, and 
Isis, but most of the damage was repaired 
by tlio time nf the great catastrophe.

Early In the afternoon of February 24 the 
ball of pumice began to fall upon doomed 
Pompeii, the pieces averaging about the 
Hzc of i) walnut, together with torrents of 
rain. It must have then been almost too 
late for anybody who remained lu the city 
to get away. Repeated shocks of_eurth- 
unake contributed to the horror of the 
scene, Incidentally demolishing the bridge 
over the Sarno and so shutting off escape 
in that direction. Meanwhile, rivers of 
pumice mixed with water flowed down the 
s'opo of Vesuvius on the other side and 
overwhelmed the neighboring Herculaneum. 

The pumice fell in rompeil until the 
streets of the city were covered eight to ten 
feet deep with It. Its weight broke In the 
roofs of many of the houses, and the des- 
truction of lives must have already been 
IIS frightful. Nevertheless, tunny of the people 
37'/ R "" surv ' ve di seeking refuge In collars nnd 
1.35% other such places of retreat. They must 
PO'/j have imagined that there was still hope 
SOD I when early In the morning of the next day 
}k£&\ (February 25) there came a great shock, nnd 
nshes began falling In a continuous shower 
with the rain. Though day had arrived, 11 
grew darker than ever, If possible, .a cloud 
of frightful blackness Rettling down over 
the land, while the I ghtnlng and thunder 
were nppnlllng. Shock followed shock, nnd 
the survivors must at last have concluded 
that their last hour was at hand. Such was 
In truth the case. The storm of nshes last- 
ed pearly all day long; they drifted In 
through the windows of the bouses and 
suffocated all who remained alive. They 
covered the city with n sheet of dentil six 
to seven feet thick. 

Thus was completed the destruction of 
Pompeii. If the estimate of fatalities above 
quoted be fairly correct, the loss of life was 
not more than one-third as great as during 
the recpnt hurricane at Gnlveston, whose 

tei ' aid to have fairly equalled 

the f thl undent catastrophe, though 

so IP ' :llid. When It was nil over 

the roofs of many of the houses still em- 
erged above the volcanic debris which had 
overwhelmed the city. Herculaneum, how- 
ever, bad wholly disappeared under the 
streams of mud, sixty-five feet deep in 
spots, which had flowed over It. This mud, 
being a sort or natural concrete, soon hard- 
mod Into stone, which 's to-dny of such 
solidity ns to make excavation work ex- 
tremely difficult.

WEEKLY WEATjHER SYNOPSIS. 

Meteorological office. Victoria. Nov. 28 to 
Dec. 4th. 1000. 

The weather throughout this week has 
been unusually mild, with rainfall chlelly 
over the district from the Columbia river 
northward to the Straits of Juan do Fuca 
and the adjacent waters. 

The week commented with an important 
area of high barometer occupying the cen- 
tral portion of the Pacific states and a 
series of low pressure areas crossing north- 
ern Rrltlsli Columbia and passing eastward 
through the Northwest provinces. Not 
much change occured until the IlOth Nov. 
when an extensive low barometer area be- 
came central over the north part of this 
province causing fresh southwesterly winds, 
and rainfall on the lower mainland the 
Washington coast and upper California. 

The pressure rose again rapidly and for 
the remainder of the week n high barometer 
area has again maintained Its position over 
the western portion of the Continent, with 
low barometer areas passing eastward from 
the ocean over northern British Columbln 
and the adjoining territories of the North- 
west. The wenther throughout the Pacific 
sIgpc has been exceedingly mild. In this 
section considerable fog has occurred. 

East of the Rocky mountain ranges mod- 
erate wenther has also prevailed. There 
has been hardly nnv preelpltntlon. Tem- 
peratures generally have not been unseason- 
able. Manitoba with n minimum of four 
degrees nbove zero showing the lowest re- 
cord. 

At Victoria onlv 24 minutes of" TTMirht si;,",; 
shine were recorded, live davs being com 
nletely clouded. The rainfall was 2.0-1 
Inches. The highest temperature was r.:t.3 
«n the 4th Dec. and the lowest 37.2 on 
Nov. 28th. 

New Westminster reported .1.12 Indies of 
rain, highest temperature 54 on Dee.

Steamer Amur readied port yesterday 
morning, bringing the iirst crowd of 
Kloudikers to arrive since winter placed 
her seal oil the Northern waterways. 
'Prominent iu the party o£ moccasin-clad 
and fur covered wayfarers from, the 
Northern metropolis were E. "W. Saudi- 
son, the well [known Lhiwson trader, 
who has made a number of trips between 
Victoria ami Dawson with supplies; E. 
M. Lepire, VV, Morrimnu and Fred Cole, 
Hie latter a resident of this city. They 
Vsuy that the weather encountered wan 
very cold, the thermometer registering 
59 below at Selwyn and 5- below tit La 
Barge, on tho 10th of last nioucli. Tho 
BTrivals left Dawson on November 10. 
♦Speaking of the condition of the trail, 
they said that for the most part, it wan 
in fine condition, and ■ travelling was 
good. From Whaling to Mica, at thu 
lower end of the (J. D. Co., cut ofi 
the trail was very bad, but this was the 
only place. Lake Lu Barge wa.s the last 
big waterway to freeze. It ir>, however, 
solid now, ami teams were crossing it 
daily. Thirty-Mile is the only open 
water along the route. 

News was given by the mashers from 
Dawson of a sad tragedy near the 
mouth of the Felly. Two bodies of 
miners had been found, who had evident- 
ly frozen lo death, and had been partial- 
ly eaten by animals. The bodies wero 
torn and presented every evidence of 
having been food for wolves. The 
names or information regarding the un- 
fortunates could not he obtained. 
FIRST DAWSON MAIL. 

The first Dawson mail to arrive reach- 
ed Skagway juat prior to the sailing of 
the Amur. It left Dawson on November 
i>. The mail was in bad condition, ow- 
ing to frequent immersions in the riv- 
er. Of the eighteen sacks, twelve had 
to be dried, and some were so badly 
frozen that they hud to lie thawed out. 
Some addresses were illegible. The 
mail was brought through for nearly 
llic entire distance with horses and 
sloths, the driver carefully avoiding the 
dangerous spots. Manager Pulbam had 
become tired of waiting for the mail t<) 
arrive, and went down.the river to meet 
it. After meeting the outfit he escorted 
it by the best route. When about seven 
niiles from White Horse he began to 
caution the driver about a bad hole near 
there. 

"There's just one hole in the ice aloua 
here, boys, be said, "so look" — and 
just then the horse, with a series 
of splashes, finished his remarks. The 
horse went iu with uui.v his ears nbove 
water, and the forward end of the sled 
with the mail helped to till up the hole. 
The mail was cut loose and dragged out 
on the ice, where it quickly froze solid. 
Tho horse wna rescued with ditllculty. 
MANY IDLE MEN. 

Contained in the mail from Dawson 
were many letters, which report that 
oily overrun with idle men, who lire will 
ing to work for their board. Sotn^ 
skilled laborers are still paid one dollar 
an hour, but the prevailing wages are 
,>"3 a day and board. There is such com- 
petition iu the freighting bueinctJS that 
many prefer to leave teams standing 
idle in stables than to work them for 
little of nothing. At one time the pack- 
ets received 10 cents a pound for carry- 
ing gootls to Gold Run, 50 miles from 
Dawson. -Now the prevailing price is 
one cent a pound anil leading packers 
are offering to lay largo shipments 
down at that point for $15 a ton. Some 
packers say they will let their horse* 
cdand idle eating hay at $250 a ton 
rather than pack for nothing. The men 
who formerly worked on pack trains for 
$10 a day and board now receive $3 a 
day, as that is all the freighters cai 
afford to pay. All mercantile establish 
incuts are reported as doing well, aud 
saloons and gambling house* are in full 
blast. 

NEW GOLD STRIKE. 

News came from Dawson by the mail 
of a gold strike to which the stanTpeders 
are wending their way. It is far down 
towards the Arctic coast. 

The latest Mtory of rich placer tli 
coveries comes from the headwaters of 
tbc Kuskokwim's tributaries, three hun- 
dred miles from the beautiful Holy 
Cross mission, on the banks of the ma- 
jestic Yukon. The discovery was made 
last summer on Yellow river, by u hunch 
of daring prospectors, and the discovery 
i-i said to be the richest yet made in 
the North. 

R. M, Morrisey, one of the stampeders, 
who was about to start for the new 
find, in an 'interview, 'said he intended 
to start down for the lower Yukon mis- 
sion of the Holy 'Cross and across the 
.'<0O miles of interior snow, as soon at 
the lower Yukon trail is in good shape 
lor winter travel. 

"I heard the story of the Yellow river 
strike from one of two Swedes, who 
came out last fall," said Mr. Morrisey. 
"They came out for citizenship papers, 
.tnd brought with them .$3-1,000 in shin- 
ing gold. 

"The Swede's name wns Abensen. and 
I saw his gold myself. He said then:

were only twelve men in the country nil 
summer, and the other ten remained. 
They went into the country last July 
from Holy Cross Mission, 'which is about 
400 miles above the month of the Yu- 
kon, and struck pay gold on the shores 
of Yellow river, at ouce. They prospect- 
ed three miles of tho river, and every- 
where found the richest kinds of pros- 
pects. 

"Mr. Abensen told mo that his and 
'his partner's gold -weighed $34,000. They 
hired Indians to help them pack it out 
of the country. The gold came from a 
piece of ground only sixteen feet square 
and only only two feet to bed rock. 

"They marked off the location of tho 
creek to me on a map, and advised me 
to go in. I am now on my way. 

"I have made several long winter 
journeys over Yukon ice and snow and 
tho 2,100 miles I have ahead of me 
causes no alarm. I expect to be the 
thirteenth man on Yellow river." 
SALE OF CLAIMS. 

At the Crown auction sale in Dawson 
in the early part of this month, 7,000 
claims were listed. The property was 
principally fractions, hillsides and 
benches, and, while many sold at prices 
ranging from $200 to $500, a fair aver- 
age was $40 to $50, while a number 
sold nt figures ranging from $2 to $10. 

AX ACCOMPLICE OF O'BRIEN. 

Telegrams from Dawson to Skagway 
papers, under date of November 27, give 
news that the trial of George O'Brien, 
charged with the murder of Clayson, 
Olsen and Kolfe on the trail last vinter, 
was continued on that date. The evi- 
dence introduced was very damaging to 
O'Brien, and there is not the slightest 
doubt entertained but that O'Brien will 
be held for trial in tho territorial court- 
for his life. 

W. S. Powell, of Seattle, n Yukon 
trader, testified that he saw O'Brien and 
another man near Minto on December 
17. O'Brien bad Held glasses and a gun, 
and when Fowell approached him he 
told him to keep away from the cabin. 
O'Brien or another man stood guard on 
the Yukon river for two hours, while 
another carried something from the 
cabin to the woods adjoining. 

After Powell's testimony was given, 
the case wns continued until Decem- 
ber 5. 

The police tire straining every point 
to collect the fragments of evidence,, in 
order that they may have n straight nnd 
connected story when the trial finally 
takes place. 

A man named Brum, who is now 
either at Fort Gibbon or in the Tanann 
country, it is thought could shld con- 
siderable light on the case if he could be 
secured. He has been suspected of 
being the man who operated with 
O'Brien. 

MINE OWNER DEAD. 

A despatch to the Alaskan of Novem- 
ber 27 says: " Starling B. Higgins, one 
of the wealthiest claim-owners on Gold 
Run, is dead. He is an American, and 
came to the Klondike from San Fran- 
cisco, where his wife nnd mother no\y 
reside, 

Telegraphic ndvieos were nlsn received 
of the tletith of Peter McDonald, a pio- 
neer of Kircle City, nt that place on 
November 20. He was a victim of 
pneumonia. McDonald was well and 
favorably known throughout the Yukon 
country. 

CAUGHT IN THE ICE. 

The Yukon Flyer Line's steamer El- 
dorado is — or was — in a precarious condi- 
tion in the ice near Hell Gate. On her 
last trip down stream, when the season 
was closing, the Eldorado was compelled 
to go into winter quarters near Hell 
Gate. Her crew had no opportunity to 
select a suitable location, but were 
simply caught, nnd made the best of it. 
When the ice began to pile up an the 
river closed, ir bold the Eldorado in its 
grasp, gradually forcing down the port 
side of the vessel, which lay up stream, 
and each day the angle of the docks in- 
creased until the vessel was in danger 
of capsizing and being wrecked in the 
ice jam. When the last arrivals passed 
Hell (iate two men were in charge of 
the steamer nnd were keeping her fires 
up in order to operate a siphon to keep 
the hold clear of water, as the vessel 
was leaking badly. 

AN EMBRYO EBJMAOK. 

The steamer Tasmanian, formerly on 
the upper lakes, assumed the role of the 
Russian ice-breaker Ermack, for her 
last trip on Lake Litharge just before 
that wind-swept waterway closed for 
keeps, by cutting her way through ice 
three inches thick. From one end of 
tho lake to the other she charged 
through the solid ice and escaped with- 
out injury, except that very little paint 
wns left on her bows and forward hull. 
The attempt was not without danger, 
for the steamer's hull is little more than 
a shell, and the sharp ice was likely to 
penetrate it at. any time. The perform- 
ance was all the more remarkable wh?n 
it is remembered that the temperature 
at the time was 40 degrees below zero. 
STRANDED AUTOMOBILES. 

The six automobiles which won't North 
during the closing dnys of the Yukon 
navigation, en route to Dawson, where 
they were to do service in tho most up- 
to-date express lino in the world, have 
come to grief- — nt. least for a time. 

S. A. Clear, who is the promoter of 
the scheme — which, by the way, went to 
the expenditure of several thousand dol- 
lars—passed through Skagway with his 
machines on September 2!), during <ho 
blockade. At White Horse he engaged 
passage nnd freight space on the Eldor- 
ado, and that steamer got no further 
than Hell Gate, where she httrtg'un for 
the season. Nothing 'daunted. Clear 
secured n barge, got bis boxes of horse- 
less expresses transferred to the barge, 
and pushed on. 'He' got about ten miles 



further, when bis barge, too, went into 
winter quarters on a sand-bar. When 
the case became hopeless, Clear piled 
the autos on the river bank and set out 
for Dawson, there to interest mbre capi- 
tal to complete bis scheme, us the many 
mishaps had exhausted the treasury. 
His success is not yet (earned. The 
idea was to inaugurate a passenger and 
light express service on the creeks lead- 
ing out from Dawson. Each one of 
the nutos hud a seating capacity of 12 
persons, and they are geared for hill 
climbing. The scheme was generally 
proiiouncO feasible. 

BTTDEMI0 ABATING. 

The smallpox epidemic at Grand 
Forks was said to he abating by the ar- 
rivals from the interior, and the one 
victim at White Horse, who was isolat- 
ed on the opposite side of the river to 
the town was convalescent. 

Dr. Q. M. Eraser, of the Mounted 
Police post on tho Dalton trail, in od, 
interview at Skugway, said that while 
the smullpox at that point was a typical 
case of the disease, all danger is over 
and tho patient is convalescing. It is 
not believed that thu other men in quur^ 
antine have contracted the disease. 
Speaking of the threatened opidemic, ho 
said: 

"Had such rigorous meusures not bsen 
taken, Skagway nnd White Horso 
would now be quarantined by the rest 
of the world, for the disease would cer- 
tuinly have spread to this city. 

TELEGRAPHIC EXTENSION. 

M. W. Crean, general manager of tho 
Dominion telegraph line, was at Skag- 
way when the Amur suiled, and iu an 
interview given to tho Skagway Alas- 
kan, he said: "The line is now in ac- 
tive operation from Bennett to the Unit- 
ed States boundary, 40 .miles from Fort 
Cudahy, and no rjerious accident to the 
lino is anticipated. Work on Uhe line to 
the outside world will he resumed nbout 
the first of the year. 

"There may be some slight delays 
and accidents this winter, but I do not 
anticipate any lengthy delay, as plenty 
ot men are employed to keep the lino 
in working order. 

"We are now operating from Bennett 
to the United States boundary, 40 miles 
from Fort Cudahy or Forty-Mile, anil 
there connect with the government line 
down the Yukon." 

NO DANGER OF BLOCKADE. 

J. P. Rogers, division superintendent 
of the railroad, after a trip to Whitu 
Horso reported that while there is much 
snow along the line, he does not fear 
that it will interfere with the moving 
of the trains. 

"The depot and, restaurant, which is 
in course of construction at Bennett, 
will be finished by the first of the year," 
said he. "Nothing has developed in the 
smallpox eases at White Horse, and all 
danger of an epidemic is past."
